1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance - with respect to 
claims 1, 12, 18, 29, 35, 46, and 52, the references of the record fail to teach or suggest: 

Claims 1, 18, 35, 52: 

A laser light pulse stretching unit comprising a beam splitter wherein the beam splitter 
into a plurality of succeeding input and output pulses resulting from the stretching of a narrow 
band laser light output pulse via the optical delay path, forming successive first, second, third, 
and fourth output pulses, where the combination of which forms a pulse stretcher having an 
output with a TIS of at least 200ns, 

Claims 12, 29, 46: 

A pulse stretcher for increasing the TIS of a narrow band output pulse of a laser output 
light pulse beam comprising: a beam spHtter in the path of the laser output light pulse beam, 
splitting the laser output beam into output beam and a delayed beam via the optical delay path 
where the optical delay path comprising: a first and second groups of at least four mirrors where 
there are least two mirrors are displaced out of the plane of the delayed beam as it is reflected 
from the beam splitter, and a first and second mounting plates containing the first group and 
second group of mirrors arranged in a symmetrical pattem about a centerline axis of the plates.
